At the time 
of his appointment to the London 
post Mr. Sabry Pasha was known

Sailing ‘of Freighters 
Suggest Early Gibraltar ° Attack 


The Nazis ate making another attempt to break the} 
British blockade, the first on a sizable scale since early 


in the war. 


The start of this adventure can 
scarcely be called auspicious, Two 
of the four German freighters 
which left Tampico, packed to the 
beam ends with material to keep 
the German war machine going, 
ran into distress before they were 
out of sight of land.

Still an- 
other ship, heading eastward from 
Colombia, is reported to have been 
sent to the bottom by the British 
Navy’s Caribbean squadron. 

Nevertheless, the fact that these 
ships in such number are leaving 
the ports where they have sheltered 
for more than a year—and leaving 
with every evidence of haste—has 
‘considerable significance.
